ers, on the part of Pruffia, whereof Complaint had 
been made for feveral Years palt, the Privy Coun- 
fellors of Hanover wrote feveral Letters, at diffe. 
reat Times, as well to his Pruffian Majefty as to 
his Regency at Berlin; particularly on the 4th of 
Febr. March 24, May 6, July 28, Sept. 15, Nov. 
1, and Decem. 1, 1723; and likewife, May 6, and 
Joly +4, 1729: Iowhich Letters the faid Diford- 
ers aad Violations were {pecially fet forth, adding, 
that in cafe of longer_Silence, or Refufat of Re- 
medy onthe part of Pruffia, they fhould be oblig’d 
toule Reprifals. Neither was th’Occafion of their 
being feized, made any Secret to the Pruffian Sub- 
aleerns and Soldiers: How could it therefore /ar- 
price his Proffian Majefty ? Or how can it be faid, 
there was no previous Notice or Advice given of 
it? But feeing all thefe Letters could not obtain 
any Declaration of Redrefs ; feeing his Britannick 
Majefty and the late King his Father feveral times 
declared in the moft exprefs Terms, how concern- 
ed they fhould be to ufe Reprifals , feeing his Pruf- 
fin Majefty was not pleafed to prevent thofe Re- 
prifals, as he might eafily have.done, by an Anfwer 
or Declaration} and feeing fuch a Silence on the 
pate of Pruflia could not but be taken for a politive 


Denial, his Britannick Majefty perceiving there 


the ANSWER fo the Information of “48 M0 Hope of obtaining Joftice in this Affair, 


was at Jaft obliged to make wfe of the only Means 


Asft, which was that of Reprifals. 


The Reafonsalledged in the Letter of the Privy 
Counfellors, written at Hanover July 14, 1729, 


“aranot only very plaufible, as is faid in the Jofor. 


mation, but they are fo well fopnded in falho & jure, 
that they are indeed ppanfwerable. The Records 
prove this ; and we are ready if there be Occafion, 
to demonftrate it tothe whole World. Such Reae 
fonscan neither be demolifh’d nor eluded by the 
Objeétions produced in the Asformation, which are. 
made upof nothing but mere Subterfuges. 

The ro Men fpecified in the Lift of December 
1728, are-very far from being the only ones that 
are or were reclaimed on the Part of the King of 
Great Britain. There have been feveral more 
fownd fiace ; for which we refer to the Letter writ- 
ten by the Privy-Counfellors of Hanover tothefe 
at Berlin, the 13th of Auguft 1729, and to the 
Lift thereto annexed. 

There is yet another Cafe happened lately, which 
proves the Diforders that are committed by the 
Proffian Recruiters. Julius Moockep, Son of An- 
drew Moocken, Burgher of Elbingerode, being at 
the Fair of Penneckenftein upon his private Affairs, 
was forcibly feized there by fome Proffian Soldi- 
ers of the Regiment. of Major-General Marwitz, 
and condufted by round-about Waysto the Regi- 
ment of Major-General Marwitz, where he. was 
compelled into the Service in {pite of his Teeth, 
and in fpite of the Oppofition made by his Father, 
to whom they wouldnot reftorejhim. This Cafe 
is atrefted by the Officersof Elbingerode. 

They cqamplain, near the Clofe of the f:forma- 
tion, * That they refufed at Hanoyér, witha great 
* deal of infolence, and in a Manher not pradifed 
¢ even among declar’dEncmies,three feveral times, 
* Audience to the Privy Couafellor Cannegiefler, 
 Minifter of the King of Pruffia, which he had Or- 
* dersto demand, and whereia he was to folicite, 
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« with all Refpe&, an Anfwer to his Pruffian Ma- 
© jefty’s Letter of the 2d of Auguft.’ 
But on the other hand, they have at Hanover 
eat Grounds of Complaint againft M. Cannegief- 
er, who by his uncommon Sin chap Behaviour 
had drawn upon himfelf the Frowns fo much com- 
plain’d of at Berlir. It was on the 15th of Auguft 


1729, that_this Minifter came firft.to the Chance- 


ry at Hanover, where hetold Secretar; Hartoff, 
who had been deputed by the Privy Counfeliors, 
That he bad Orders to make the moft prefling In- 
ftances with th’Hanoverian College of Privy Coun- 
{cliors, to obtain a peremptor Anfwer to the Let- 
ter fent to him by Mr. Reichenbach. Whereupon 
he was told, thatan Anfwer to that Letter fhould 
be made ont affoon as poflible. 

Mr. Cannegieffer returned next Day, and told 
that his Commiffion led him to infift a-new, in ell 
Decency, for an Anfwer to the faid Letter: And 
gpoa Mr. Hartoff’s declaring tohim, that no o- 
ther Anfwer could be given him but that of the 
Day preceeding ; he replied, that he would retura 
the 16th, when he expeéted to be admitted to An- 
dience of the Council, in order to receive the faid 
Anfwer. : 

The fame Day the Privy Counfellors fent Mr. 
Hattoff again to Mr. Cannegieffer, to tell him, that 
as his Commiffion was purely a Solicitation of the 
Anfwer in gqueftion, and that fuch prefling faftan- 
ces was not prattifed among Potentates; therefore 
they requefted him to have Patience, till cheymight 
get from his Britannick Majefty, who was.chen at 
a Diftance from his Refideace, requifite Orders, 
feeing the Affair had been communicate to his Ma- 
jefty 5 and upon Receipt whercof, they would not 
fail to impart the fame to him. 

Neverthelefs Mr.Cannegieffer returned the 16th 
tothe Chancery, and demanded Audience of the 
Px. y Council: Whereupon Mr. Hartoff was orde- 
rec to tell him, That they were furprizec, that 
notwithftanding the above Notification, he fhouid 

. Still infit for that Anfwer, and to have an Audi- 
ence; That they refer’d him to what had beenal- 
ready {aid on that,Subje& , and befeech’d him again 
met to addrefs the Council in the Affair, till they 
had received en Aofwer from his Britannick Maje- 

Mr. Cannegiefler replied, that he behoved to 
haxe an Audience, and that he could not with, 
draw without firft executing the King his Mafter’s 
Orders. Upon which Mr. Hartoff told-him,-he’ 
pas totakecare how ke behaved, got tobe wau- 
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ting in the Refpeét due'to the Privy Council. Mrz 
Cannegiefler perfifted, nor would he retire: Bue 
at laft, feeing he could not bring it to bear, left 
with the Chancery in Writ ander hisSeal, what he 
intended to have propofed by Word of Mouth: 
But the fame was fent after him, without being in 
the leaft taken notice of. This isa true Recital of 
the Affair ; whereby it may eafily appear on what 
Side the lojury was.dane, and how much the Affair 
has been manufa&tur’d and alrer’d in th’ Jnformation, 

To the end the World may be couvinc’d, that 
the Spring of the late Troubles came not from his 
Britannick Majefty, and how much thefe Troubles 
are contrary to his Majefty’s Spirit, ever inclin’d 
to Peace and Juftice, and with what Satisfaction 
his Majefty would put an end to thefe Differences, 
ina juft and amiable Manner; and as his Majefty 
has declar’d himéelf in that Refpeét, we have pu- 
blithed the 3 Letters writ from Hanover to Berlin, 
of the rg4th July and 15th Avguft, above noticed, 
with anotherthe 30th Augvft laft. = 

If, contrary toall Endeavours, the Purport of 
thefe Letters is rejeed, and that they will takeup 
Arms againft his Majefty, he will wait the Event ; 


and confiding in the Jaftice of his Cavfe, he willem- . 


ploy the Power that God has put in his Hands, to 
repell Force by Force, and then fubmit to the De. 
cifion of the impartial World, ifbis Majefty, on 
his part,-hasnot done all poflible to preferve-his 
dear Native Country from: War and the &ffrfion of 
innocent Blood, which never fail to bring Deftru- 
ction npon Counties, and which can’t be agreeable 
toany, fave thofe who wifh Evil to the two Roy- 
al Houfes,and would be offended to fee the 2 Kings 
come toa good Underltanding, for the commoa 
Good 2nd Intereft. - 

His Majefty declares by thefe Prefents, proteft- 
ing before God and Man, That heis innocent of the 
unhappy Confequences which prove the Refult, if 
without Neceflity, and contrary to all Right, War 
fhail be made upon him.
